Here  is  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  Bookbuying  Committee 
for  the  American  Library  Association : 

"The  relations  of  libraries  to  the  book  trade  at  the  present 
time  seem  to  be  in  a  state  of  transition.  The  American  Pub- 
lishers' Association  dissolved  this  spring.  Various  court  deci- 
sions during  the  year  seemed  to  tend  toward  the  prohibition 
of  the  enforcement  of  fixed  prices  for  the  retail  trade  by  the 
wholesaler  or  publisher.  For  the  time  being,  at  least,  dealers 
apparently  are  not  limited  in  the  discounts  they  may  offer 
to  libraries.  The  late  court  decisions  indicate  that  the  main- 
tenance of  fixed  retail  prices  is  not  feasible.  Your  committee 
is,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  bookbuying  by  libraries  is 
at  present  a  matter  for  the  individual  library  and  the  indi- 
vidual bookseller."

Poetry,  a  Magazine  of  Verse,  is  published  at  543  Cass  St., 
Chicago,  subscription  price  $1.50  a  year.  The  first  number 
was  published  October,  1912.  "We  believe  that  there  is  a 
public  for  poetry,  that  it  will  grow,  and  that  as  it  becomes 
more  numerous  and  appreciative  the  work  produced  in  this 
art  will  grow  in  power,  in  beauty,  in  significance  .  .  .  We 
done  in  English  verse  .  .  .

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Starred  Books 

For  some  time  we  have  felt  that  the  starring  of  books  was 
the  most  unsatisfactory  thing  about  the  Booklist.  Practically 
no  two  people  agreed  about  the  meaning  of  the  star,  so  that 
it  was  sometimes  interpreted  as  meaning  that  a  book  was 
indispensable  in  any  public  library,  which  it  almost  never  was; 
sometimes  as  meaning  the  best  book  of  the  month,  which  it 
very  often  was  not;  and  only  occasionally  as  meaning  what 
it  tried  to  express,  the  suggestion  of  the  books  which  would 
be  liable  to  add  most  to  the  general  collection  of  a  small 
public  library  with  very  little  money  to  spend,  buying  for 
the  majority  of  the  people  rather  than  for  the  few. 

A  small  library  which  has  been  served  by  the  Booklist  for 
the  last  ten  years  would  very  probably  have  its  general  col- 
lection in  fair  working  order  and  could  now  afford  to  buy 
books  of  special  interest  which  would  not  be  starred.  For 
such  libraries  the  star  often  lost  its  meaning  entirely. 

You  will  notice  that  we  have  starred  no  books  this  month, 
but  have  made  a  slightly  longer  suggestive  list  than  usual, 
including  more  books,  some  of  them  expensive  and  of  limited 
interest,  but  all  books  which  will  be  apt  to  interest  some 
members  of  your  community. 

^ye  intend  to  make  this  list  a  permanent  feature.  In  the 
fiction  we  shall  sometimes  include  novels  which  have  only 
a  limited  appeal  if  they  represent  the  best  work,  so  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  read  the  notes  to  find  whether  the  novels 
will  suit  your  public.  This  month  you  may  be  surprised  to 
find  four  books  of  fiction  which  are  not  mentioned  in  the 
special  list.  We  did  not  include  Within  the  tides,  by  Joseph 
Conrad,  because  most  small  libraries  which  have  Mr  Conrad 
well  represented  will  not  need  this  book  and  those  which 
have  not  a  ^ood  representation  might  much  better  buy  Youth 
and  Lord  Jim  and  others.  We  did  not  include  Pelle  the  con- 
queror, by  M.  A.  Nexo,  because  although  it  is  a  part  of  a 
remarkable  work,  its  realism  is  not  very  widely  appreciated 
in  this  country  and  many  small  libraries  could  not  afford  to 
invest  as  much  capital  as  would  be  needed  to  buy  the  four 
volumes  of  the  completed  work.
